Canoe, William Addleman Crowell 
MY HEART REMEMBERS $3.00 


The story of a minister's wife, handled with tender affection, deep appreciation 
of the spiritual values, and nostalgic recall of a happy home life in the late Victorian 
period in central Pennsylvania. There's not the mounting sense of melodrama that charac- 
terized The Chain, nor the personality conflicts of The Bishop's Mantle; it is more defin- 
itely a woman's novel than either of these. But it has an inspirational quality without 
undue sentimentality, as Willie explores the sources of his mother's strength, her influ- 
ence on her husband's rather faltering career, her genius for seeing to the truth through 
layers of hypocrisy, and making others recognize it in spiritual terms. The story is told 
through the experiences in three parishes,- Williamsburg, where the father's incapacity as 
a@ preacher defeated him; Sunbury, where the community needed missionary work to rescue them 
from slothful ease; Shamokin, where the mining community was split into two hostile camps- 
and where Mrs. Verne brought down upon her the wrath of the ladies of the parish because 
she didn't look nor act like a clergyman's wife. There's little humor, but somehow it is 
not heavy handed. Uneven but rewarding reading.

THE LEGACY OF GABRIEL MARTEL $3.00 


Winner of the Christopher Award, in a story of spiritual triumph. But its appeal 
will lie in its perceptive, though often harrowing, story of family life - and in its saga 
of a lawyer in a small town in the northern mid-west, whose passionate devotion to lost 
causes made him a failure in the eyes of the world. Gabriel Martel was considered a bril- 
liant luminary in the legal world, but his uncompromising refusal to truckle under, to cater 
to the powers that might have brought him success, resulted in his losing every material 
reward he craved. His wife, a realist, died in childbirth, resenting his failure; his 
eldest son, Chris, like- and yet unlike- his father, chose erratic paths to thwart all ef- 
forts to direct him, and broke his father's heart; Carroll, the second son, took the way 
of expediency, regardless of those in his path; Jean, yearning for the affection her fath- 
er was too absorbed to give her, eventually became a lone wolf, and when success in music 
was within her grasp, she couldn't share it with Gabriel, but turned from him; Alvin, the 
youngest, never wavered in his love and faith- but Gabriel's eyes were elsewhere, and al- 

2 ways Chris came first. A lonely life of defeat and frustration, lightened by the worship 
of those underprivileged he fought to save- and at the end, crowned by rising above the 
littleness of worldly defeat in supreme faith without self pity in failure being his world- 
ly lot. An inspiring sort of bookwithout at any time being a preachy one. Of special- but 
certainly not exclusive- Catholic interest.

War vaporizes the relations between those left athome in Poland, two girls- Kira 
and Susan, and those they love who are carried off to foreign soil, Susan's fiance, a fa- 
vorite aunt, and Kira's Italian turncoat who soon forgets her. Gradually the absent assume 
the same unreality for the girls as does the. memory of their protected pre-war existence, 
while to those abroad the girls and their. country fades to an occasional, guilty memory. 
Each life is pulled apart by the counteracting forces of presence and absence, fissured by 
the thoughts of what’ might have been had the war not intervened. There is latent power 
here, but it is dispersed by. too many characters, too many considerations; the megalomania 
of occupying German officials; the underground, collaborators, the razing of the Warsaw 
Ghetto, the uneasy alliance of a Polish pilot and a British girl, and an aunt's desperate 
effort to recapture a former love. A good translation, perhaps more English than American, 
this has a particular interest for Polish people and is more feminine in cast.

PATHWAY TO THE STARS $3.00 


* Once again Harnett Kane has chosen a dramatic and somehow mysterious figure in 

New Orleans' history as protagonist for a biographical novel. In any day, John McDonogh's 
career would have been sensational. Sent down from Baltimore to make contacts for a firm 
of importers, he stayed on, built an enormous fortune through canny real estate deals, and 
became one of the most powerful. men economically speaking in the development of the glam- 

& orous city which he had somehow failed to make his own. His personal relationships were 
few and tenuous- to the outside world. He had perhaps three close friends among the so- 
clally prominent Creoles; but to most of them he was an outsider, a figure of fun because 
of the abortive romance with New Orleans' greatest heiress. He antagonized his younger 
brother, because he couldn't resist ruling his life - and preaching against the wickedness 
of the city. He fell in love with Susan Johnston, and because she loved him she hoped 
their marriage would be possible until be balked at accepting her religion. He lost her 
to the Church when she became an Ursuline nun. His contradictions, the secret behind his 
miserliness, his inner conflicts are convincingly portrayed to the reader, but until his 
freeing of his slaves and aiding their establishment of a colony in Liberia, the city did 
not know what he planned. And until his death, only his closest associates knew that his 
wealth would go to establish what has proved the nucleus of Louisiana's. free school system. 
Harnett Kane - with each successive novel- grows more adept in characterization and plot 
development. Always, he has been skillful in recreating the background against which his 
story is played- this time the colorful 19th century of New Orleans, in turns the somnolent 
Spanish, French, the bustling American city.

Henry, Will Random House 
NO SURVIVORS $2.75 


With a whoop and a holler, this returns to the post-civil war days in the west 
of Jim Bridger, Kit Carson, Crazy Horse and Sitting Bull- is based on the documents of ex- 
Confederate Colonel Clayton and is a full fleshed and blooded story of Custer's- and the 
Indians'- last stand. Clayton, serving as a civil scout for the Army in the Powder River 
country, chafes at his superiors and their misunderstanding and mishandling of the Indians, 
ae is taken in by the Sioux and becomes the favorite of Crazy Horse. Living among the Indians 
for nine years as a blood brother, falling in love with Star who bears his child, the re- 
newal of hostilities brings back his old allegiance to his own people. Warning Custer, he 
is disbelieved, witnesses the massacre and Custer's death, and escapes with his own life... 
Hypo-ed up for modern, masculine tastes, this should annex the western market as well.

Janet, Lillian Random House 
CITY BEYOND DEVIL'S GATE $2.75 


Romance and Virginia City during the rowdy, brutal 1850's and 1860's, when in- 
dividualism was almost a religion in the expanding West, as experienced by young, orphaned 
mine owner Emily Fielding and Daniel, and ex-preacher from Sacramento. They oppose the 
little settlement's ruthless banker, Jason Feathers, a man willing to tar his fingers in 
any enterprise or scheme promising wealth and power--even such grandiose dreams as the 
abortive attempt to break California and other states away from the Union. To the young 
lovers’ assistance come another, older preacher, who is owner of the all-important smelt- 
ing mills, a wandering actor, and later most of the town's population. The coup de grace 
comes from Feathers' cuckolding wife and son by a former marriage. Period writing, this 
often appealing story successfully summons up an unvarnished portrait of the West's prim- 
itive days of settlement, but is mainly for women readers.

Shirer, William L. Farrar, Straus 
THE TRAITOR $3.00 


This is the kind of first novel it was almost inevitable William Shirer would 
write. It isn't really a good novel, but it has a lot of good reading in it. The fact- 
ual reportage, of the years of war in Berlin, have much of the detail that made Berlin 
Diary sO unforgettable. The perceptive probing of the psychology of an American journal- 
ist turned traitor is convincing, and while only occasionally does one have a flash of 
sympathy for Oliver Knight, somehow Shirer keeps him from being utterly despicable. The 
Germans are vigorously drawn, though they emerge as types rather than individuals,- the 
SS man, the cold brain, the humble citizen who has almost the courage to speak out, the 
woman on the make, and so on. Jack Goodman, journalist who understands what is happening- 
and hates it, who doesn't want to give up the possibility of saving Oliver from himself, 
is typed as the right sort of American fighting for democracy on all levels; as a human 
being he lacks dimensions, though the reader feels that Shirer is inevitably making his 
character autobiographical- or perhaps a blend of several journalists close to him. The 
march of the war - the sweep of victory - the paralysis of defeat - and the years between, 
pace the action, which somehow seems secondary. In exposition, in description, in report- 
ing, The Traitor vigorously gives us back bleak memories; in plot structure and character- 
ization, it bears the marks of a partially mastered technique in the making.

Mimosa was deeply Southern and deeply afraid of divergence from the conventional. 
John Caliph had been born there but he had been away so long that he no longer fitted the 
pattern, and to make things worse, when he came back, he brought with him two D.P.'s, of 
whom the community of Mimosa was suspicious and fearful. John was labelled a "disturber" 
by the small town newspaper magnate and boss, and the results were suspiciously like fas- 
cist disturbances in Europe,- smashed windows, threatening signs, and whispering campaigns. 
Then came the fire- and the leaders of the persecution forces had their weapon, and used 
it to destroy what sanity poor broken Ben had built up since the days of concentration 
camps. The end was more violence, more broken lives- but out of it, John and Ellen had 
won some measure of freedom. A strange and haunted sort of story, more mature, perhaps, 
than his earlier books, but with none of the light-hearted opera bouffe flavor that char- 
acterized them. There is still an unreality here, even in his soberest moments, an ex- 
aggeration that makes the serious undertones less credible than intended. Tallant can 
write; his manner seems of more moment than his matter.

WAR AND CIVILIZATION $2.50 


A selection of material from the six.volume 4 Study of History Although gathered 
out of context, these detailed studies of militaristic societies and nations inherit the 
’ “outline” perspective of the original. Beginning with reflections on the nature of 
militarism and the historical perpetuation of military "virtues", an examination is made 
of the military state - in Sparta, a people without a history, and Assyria, a corpse in 
armor, smothered with military accoutrements, destroyed by its own weight. Other societies 
are examined as examples of victims of the double-edged sword. The author then discusses 
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the moral aberrations of militarism - intoxication of victory leading to surfeit and collapse 
and the phenomenon of Davids and Goliaths, with the giant falling with the weight of 
idolatry. Of particular interest to the reader will be the chapters concerning the influ- 
ence of military technique on progress, and here it is made clear that an improvement in 
military technique presages a decline of a civilization, and that the savior of the sword, 
will ever be restless to use it again, to punish or to defend himself against the new 
militaristic knowledge of the comuuered. In his preface Mr. Toynbee draws some conclu- 
sions - if we are unable to spiritualize our destructive tendencies, then we mst use 

armed strength in an association of peace-loving peoples. Readable and stimulating.

OPERATION CICERO $2.75 | 

A fantastic true spy story of World War II German espionage in Turkey, that 
came frighteningly close to success. The author, attache to the Nazi Embassy at Ankara 
(his chief, von Papen has contributed a postscript), was approached by the anglophobe valet 
of the British ambassador, known as "Cicero", who microfilmed and sold at a vast sum, many 
top secret Allied documents, during the period 1943-44. The wrangling of the ministry in 
Berlin resulted in this proving waste effort, though they included such inestimably valuable 
information as the minutes of the Teheran conference, the details of “Operation Overlord" 
several months before the LST's hit Omaha Beach, etc. An unpalatable blonde secretary turned 
traitor and betrayed them to the British, lending a Mata Hari touch to the episode. Read as 
a story of espionage, it is revealing inside material, but the point of view seems still 


too Teutonic to be taken at face value. 


Chamberlin, William Henry Regnery 
AMERICA'S SECOND CRUSADE $3.50 


With what is assuredly a controversial approach, Chamberlin (author of numerous 
books on contemporary history- 7/e European Cockpit the most recent) examines America's 
participation in World Wars I and II as “crusades for righteousness" that failed completely 
to attain their announced goals,-in one, Wilson's Fourteen Points, in the other the Atlantic 
Charter and the Four Freedoms. He believes we should have let Hitler and Stalin fight it 
out on the eastern front and seems to assume that a strong,unified Reich would have helped 
avert future war with Stalin, (a bit contradictory here). He thinks that unconfitional 
surrender was a mistake, that the "appeasements" of Stalin by Roosevelt and Hopkins and 
Churchill were unwarranted. He quotes those in high places but without always substantiat- 
ing his quotations with names. He continually reveals a strange duality of thinking in 

is examination of Germany and its people, and arrives at conclusions that will arouse 
disagreement and discussion.

* Volumes three and four of Ordeal of the Union, this rounds out an important and 
scholarly contribution to American history. While the focus is on a relatively brief 
period, of the years leading up to the Civil War, Nevins' lively handling, his arresting 
detail, his selective sense of drama, his gift for penetrating and revealing personalities, 
makes it good reading, even apart from the earlier volumes. Between 1846 and 1871, when 
Lincoln took the helm, America was burgeoning into a new prosperity, despite the lowering 
clouds of dissension, the recurrent waves of bitter struggle for new territory by both 
Sides, the extremists north and south. This is social history at its best; it is bio- 
graphical history, as each of the leaders emerges clear-cut. Nevins recognizes the | 
various contributory factors, but feels the issue of slavery fundamental, to the whole, 
and holds that view throughout. Particularly interesting is his analysis of the part 
Stephen Douglas played. The John Brown episode is done with terrific impact. The whole 
Kansas story is clarified as in almost no other overall history of the period. The various : 
plans that might have avoided war are weighed, but here the extremists swung the final issue. 
Buchanan's administration is assessed with perceptive and reasonably objective brilliance. 
An important addition to period history, with its contribution to Lincoln lore secondary.

THE GREAT ILLUSION $4.00 


A brisk, bright history of anti-liquor agitation in America, this is a full 
account of that misguided, militant movement from the earliest attempts to curb intemperance 
through the failure of the great illusion- prohibition. Here are the founders and founda- 
tions of the American Temperance Society, W.C.T.U., and other organizations; the state by 
state adoption of dry laws; the enlistment of women in the crusade and Carry Nation's 
“hatchetation"; the political interference and legislation; and finally the Volstead Act 
and constitutional prohibition which was to introduce an "era of clear thinking and clean 
living" but ricocheted sadly as women bellied up to a bar, men distilled at home, crime 
and corruption spurted as did the consumption of ardent spirits, and an appalling moral 
collapse ensued...

A first person story of twenty years' of Hansen's disease (the name now preferred 
for leprosy) accents the shame and stigma attached to the sickness and the wonderful hope 
and promise recent years have brought, not only for treatment and cure but also for public 
understanding of its slight communicability and of the sufferers’ misery at segregation. 

At 19, and romantically in love, the author learned to her horror that she had leprosy, and 
under an assumed name left New Orleans and went to Cerville's U. S. Marine Hospital (Nation- 
al Leprosarium) for what treatment there was in 1927. There was the hopelessness of adjust- 
ing to her new surroundings, the ending of her romance, the despair of a cure, and the 
lifting of morale as new projects got in motion. Then her love for Harry and their ille- 
gal departure to marry and make their way. But Harry's condition grew so much worse that 
they were forced to return, almost sure they would never leave again. Every new experiment.

It lies between the armageddon of war - and alliance with those forces in the 
Russian people which might overthrow the Stalin- Beria- Malenkov police state, so states 
the recent political adviser of the American radio station behind the Iron Curtain in 
Berlin. That the choice is a possible one Mr. Shub feels after witnessing the rapport 
between American and Russian troops at the Elbe, after talking with Russians who reflec- 
ted the impact made by lend-lease goods, after viewing the treatment of Russian slave 
laborers and repatriated POW's, after interviewing political refugees fram the Soviet. 
He presents a forceful picture of the parallels and contrasts between the Russians of 
the First World War and the Second; he reports the revealing contrast between the honest 
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opinion of Russians who have lived under Communism for 30 odd years- and the still passion- 
ate support of non-Russian communists. He firmly believes that increased literacy, genera- 
tions-long experience in reading between the lines of events and statements, the 100-yesar 
struggle for freedom, the memories of the older generation, have conditioned the people 
to accept an alliance with the West against the regime that oppresses them. And the in- 
struments? Voice of America broadcasts, dropped pamphlets, U.N. action- all designed to 
convince them that our quarrel is with their rulers. The solution seems a bit oversim- 
plified in face of the Korean war, but at least it should strengthen the hands of those 
who plead for support on the psychological warfare front. Plenty of controversial 
material here which should provoke controversy.

FLOWERS FOR THE JUDGE $3.50 


This might be defined as a masculine counterpart of Mink on Weekdays, though un- 
fortunately it lacks the subtle humor and the ability to laugh at herself that Felicia 
Lamport has in such refreshing abundance. To Joseph Clark Baldwin, ex-Congressman from 
New York, the way of life which provided his youthful background was not so remote from 
normal American living as it will seem to the majority of readers today. He has recalled 
it in all its intimate details, the ramifications of the great household in Westchester 
County, the nursery and schoolroom regime, the baronial hall where the Judge held virtual 
court, the dining room, where "just the family" meant fourteen for dinner, and where even- 
ing attire was- for adults- obligatory, the servants quarters and stables, the entertain- 
ing (most of the great and near-great, politically, socially, internationally -crossed 
the threshold, the holidays- particularly Christmas, and so on.

This should prove the Bible for the housewife who has time to devote many hours 
to making of bread and cakes, pies and puddings, and could well be an aid to creating a 
home kitchen business, for practically nothing is overlooked in this comprehensive presen- 
tation of the subject. To the average housewife, there is a great deal more than could be 
used in a lifetime of part-time cooking, but the meticulous details of procedure are in- 
valuable, and not found in most cookbooks. Errors and failures and their causes are 
carefully analyzed,- importance of size of pans, placing pans in the oven, timing and 
gauging heat, instructions as to greasing and not greasing pans, on how to take out of 
pans, on uneven texture, etc. In many of the recipes, parallel columns show quantities 
for various results, as an example, the amount of baking powder, of milk, to get crisp 
biscuits or soft, rich or average, and so on. Yeast brands, quick breads, cakes, cookies, 
pastry, puddings, frostings - and in each section, basic recipes and various ramifications. 
The one great lack that I fer in the book was virtual ignoring of the use of mechanical 
aids, and the changes, for instance, in timing and in combination of ingredients if an 
electric beater is used. Definitely a book for the advanced cook.

Jews certain basic psychological conflicts, this new book provides another contribution to 
the mass of controversial material dealing with the question of divided loyalties, brought 
into sharp focus since the founding of the state of Israel, Tewisohn is himself a contro- 
versial figure, and although the views presented are to some readers extreme expressions of 
a newly evolved but traditionalist viewpoint, this is sure to excite comment and interest. 
In fiery, sometimes bombastic prose, Mr. Lewisohn calls for spiritual rebirth through adher- 
ence to the forms and spirit of the Lew. He takes a firm stand against “essimilation",scor- 
ing the subsequent loss of "Jewishness", a manifestation of both Divine concept and a culture 
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He feels that if the spiritual core of Judaism is realized by an inward turning to the 
moving forces of Jewish culture, American Jews may offer a more concrete and valuable con- 
tribution to the world's spiritual society. He pleads for unity of American Jews through 
spiritual understanding. Controversial material-at times inflammatory, but demands atten- 
tion.

Here his experience as a practi- 
tioner is supplemented by and coordinated with an unusually wide reading in many fields, 
often un-related to psychiatry. Myerson was a man of great independence of thought, who 
delved into many by-paths but accepted only the demonstrably factual. In this resume of 
his life's work, he debunks many moderns and other radical theories, and- as well- man's 
self-imposed inhibitions. But in doing so there is evidence of indulgence- and at times 
ultra-conservatism. Simply written, easily read, this has a definite but defined market. 


Barker, Virgil | Macmillan 
AMERICAN PAINTING: History & Interpretation Pre-$10; Post $12.50 


This promises to become a standard text, supplementing if not transplanting the 
45-year old standard Isham history of American painting. Ideas of criticism have changed, 
the amount of knowledge has increased. This does not attempt- at this time- to compass 
all of American painting, but only the Colonial and so-called Provincial period, up to the 
last quarter of the 19th century. The most important aspect of this book is that it is 
American painting in its environment - a social history of America during those eras and 
the resultant development of cultural and artistic expression. Step by step, now in de- 
cades, now in broader reach of time, he studies the period, its various manifestations, 
and the art forms and their exponents, from the guild-derived expression of Freakes, to 
the successive foreign influences, their absorption and adjustment, the groping of a 
truly American talent in Feke, in Copley, in Peale, Trumbull, Stuart, West, while the vast 
number of so-called artists were still mere artisans or amateurs. Portraiture dominated, 
but miniature painting, and gradually landscapes, historical, episodic, allegorical paint- 
ing emerged. Inman, Sully, Inness, Cole, George Catlin - the outstanding exponents of 
these developments, and with the mid century, the gropings toward American subjects, the 
Indian, local scenes and incidents, new techniques - and in Hunt, Homer, Bakins- new 
developments in the transformation, the renewal of nature.

A conventional, and unfortunately uninspired manual of marriage which might be 
described as 50% excerpts from Catholic prayer and Old and New Testament texts and 50% 
reiteration of Catholic dogma and beliefs concerning marriage, with birth prevention a re- 
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theme. Father Kelly condemns both the rhythm system and working wives. The most construc- 
tive section is (4) entitled "Dangers of Marriage", where the author warns newly weds 

@ against living with parents, debts, worrying, sensitivity, nagging, pessimism, seeking 

= wealth, self-pity, etc. The rest of the book is chiefly of devotional nature, and deals 
with (1) pre-marital instructions; (2) the marriage ceremony in the form of a missal; 
(3) the marriage relationship presented in the form of questions and answers. Parts (5) 
and (6) praise Marriage and Children, with each letter representing a virtue (such as 
I for Innocence, L for Love, etc.) The last three sections are concerned with preparation 
for children, baptism and naming of children, and Christian perfection a goal in marriage. 
A book of prayer and platitudes, where it might have been inspiration. But the devout, at 
the less intellectual level, will find it helpful carries imprimatur.

Macmillan is building a very extensive reference library on the folk music of 
America, and this careful study of the songs of the sailors and lumbermen is an excellent 
addition. It is the result of twenty years research in the New England and southeast 
Canadian areas, from which many of the traditional songs - particularly those that emerged 
between 1820 and 1880- came. Rivers, lakes and sea connected the two groups and in some 
instances (see his final chapters) there were songs common to both. His material was 
secured in many cases from old men who had sailed before the mast or been part of the 
forest frontier, and wherever possible the song#- music and specific versions- were record- 
ed, and in transferring them to paper, the variations were kept. The book is broken down 
into sections such as short drag shanties, halyard shanties, songs of the square riggers, 
of the Banks, of the Coastwise vessels, and so on.

DEFENCE OF THE WEST $4 .00 


A serious, well-informed military analyst and historiah considers the military 
situation of Western Europe, with appraisals and recommendations for its defence in a 
war with Russia. The book falls into five parts. Part I deals with blunders of the last 
war, French military orthodoxy leading up to the 1940 collapse, failure to clean up in 
Africa in 1941 (much of this based on interviews with German generals), Germany's lack of 
tank transport in Russia, the policy of unconditional surrender and fostering resistance 
movements...Part II, titled "Tomorrow", considers the next war, and here the author 
recommends a minimum land force to check the Russian spearheads, with preponderant effort 
concentrated on air strength. Part III surveys Russia's forces today, and describes the 
unused airborne forces as the “ace up Stelin's sleeve". Part IV considers unification, 
the future of armored forces, conscription,and the Army reorganited for greater flexibility. 
Finally, Part V reviews such problems as an international police force, disarmament, and 
limitations of war. Dated by the swift passage of history with the Korean War, nonethe- . 
less there are enough basic issues to make it of interest to the armchair strategist.

A veteran analyst of particular phases of dislocation and discrimination, 
McWilliams turns once again and possibly with even more eloquence to another contemporary 
demonstration of victimization and violence, and sounds a siren against the hysteria of 
anti-communism which is riding the: country. This is a book about “witches and heretics 
in modern guise", about a regression to the sinister and satanic and delusional which has 
had its parallel in other centuries and at other times of stress. Opening with the Federal 
Loyalty program which served as a cover for an attack on civil liberties, he shows the 

' revival of discarded, discredited instruments- oaths ‘and purges and terroristic tactics. 
In the sections which are of a more ideological nature, he examines the meaning of loyalty 
and the source of our obsessive concern with it today, the sociology of heresy- its psy- 
chology ,semantics and methods. And in the sections which are factual, illustrative, he 
uses the case of the Hollywood Ten, the scientist Freistadt, the University of California's 
ouster of two professors, and particularly the University of Washington's disgraceful case 
against their six heretics and its resultant damage to academic freedom specifically, demo- 
cratic values generally....There's some forceful, fervent writing here, backgrounded in 
legend and history as well as contemporary causes celebres, and his book is a plea for 
reason and a protest against the violation and forfeit of freedom.

THEODORE WELD: Crusader for Freedom $4.25 










So little is known, generally speaking, of Theodore Weld, and the part he played 
in the cause of emancipation, that- after reading this definitive biography- I checked 
reference after reference (Sandburg, Nevins, Freeman, etc.) seeking explanation of his 
anonymity. He was, from youth, a reformer, whether preaching the doctrine of manual labor 
institutions, evangelical religion, equality of sexes. But the cause of the Negro became 
his great cause, fired first by a retired English army officer- then by Garrison (though 
he balked at some of Garrison's extremes), until he became the spearhead of the movement 
in the west, organizer, strategist, as well as lecturer. Recurrent trouble with his 
throat enforced abandonment of the lecture platform, and he spent years as a school 
teacher. His marriage was an extraordinary one - his wife, after a strange courtship, 

a Southern militant feminist and abolitionist, a convert to Quakerism. Together they not 
only taught and preached their faith in the movement, but- at the end of their lives- 
lived it in educating Angelina's nephews, Negro sons of her own brother.
